It will be the second Paul 
White award for Stanton, who 
moves up to vice chairman of 
CBS on Oct. 1. He first was 
honored in 1957. 

The award will be presented 
at a banquet Friday, Oct 1,. 
during the RTNDA Interna- 
tional Conference at the Stat- j 
ler Hilton Hotel in Boston, 
said James A. McCulla, presi-J 
dent of the association.
